crowded with buy ers for the goods 
merchants have stock ed Ifor cotton- 
pick ing, time. 
All lines of business 
reflect the influence of the South’s 
great cesb crop. 
How im portant cotton’s cash is to 
general business is apparent to any ­ 
one who comparesjthe.crowded store* 
of October with the same 
stores in 
January , or any fnonth from 
Jan­ 
uary to August. 
Lint cotton is a 
seasonal crop and the South, if de­ 
pendent on lint, alone, would find 
Southern business good - in the fall 
and dull six or eight months of the 
y ear. 


12-MONTHS COTTON CASH 


A y ear-round cotton “ pick ing sea­ 
son" is possible, however, in 19 38 . 
Many farm ers will have cotton cash 
to spend every month of the y ear. 
These 
farm ers have an additional 
source of income that mak es them 
more prosperous than cotton grow­ 
ers who have cash only in the fall. 
Merchants with whom they trade will 
, have a more uniform, stable busi­ 
ness. .
